A Trust Which l*mposcs to Grow lUch at 
tlie I'artncrs* Kzp«n»c« 

Jute bagging und iron ties are 
I essential to the proper and economical 
' marketing of cotton, tho staple crop of 
I thn South. 

Twine U just as essential to tho 
j oroper harverting of wheat, the staple 
j crop of the North west. 

Tho protective tariff on bagging is 
,)4 per cent; on twine it is 40 per 
I iToaU 

By tho Mills bill bagging wa» placed 
on tho free list, and the duty on twino 
was reduced to 25 percent. 

IVhen this question camo before tho 
j people tho cotton-p'aators voted to 
I sustain the JUUs bill, but the wheal 
I farmers of the Northwest were so 
■ .afraid of tho “i-outhern brigadiers” 
that t'dcy could not trust Ihcm oven to 
I reduca taxes, and so the Mills bill 
I fai'.od, P.nd tho farmers NurtU and 
I .South were hiuidiid over, body and 
j breeches, ono to the twino trust and 
I one to tho bagging trust. 

; Last nu’umn the bagging trust 
I robbed “under tho forms of law” tho 
' Southern cotton planters of about 
$1.00<).(KX). and they nro preparing to 
! ix'iy^it tljc game when Uio cotlon-pick- 
; ing begins. 

The “twino t usi” Is now getting 
! i«ady for its harvest It has not only 
I secured control of the twino product, 

I but also of the raw materials from 
which it is uiado. This raw matcri.vl 
— hemp — is now taxed |25 a ton; the 
“rebel brigadiers” proposed to put it 
on tho free list but the plutocrats de- 
feated this proposition, ^id now no 
telief is possible. 

We do not think the trust will bo 
able to put the price up to 25 cents, for 
such an advance would lead to heavy 
importations, and, as with copper, de- 
feat the purpoo of tho combine. Still 
the fact remains that under tho protec- 
tion of the tariff a monopoly has been 
established and the Western farmers 
mist pay the piper. 'Ths following dis- 
patch from Minneapolis is worth re- 
producing:

He 
d.acovered that tbe whole ouipul hod been 
bonghi up by tbe irust. Further, be diaeov- 
ered that the iw ne wh ch last year could be 
bought for ns- ren e a |ou-d would rc-t 
lueniy live cent, this year. The o- ly remain- 
Irg plan left lu' termers a to boycott the trust, 
aad ibia they seem inclined to do. Mioneap- 
o U tw-ne dealers are in tbe same fix as are 
the farmers. About two months ago a young 
man. drossed oa a front er farmer, came here 
and bO'Jght up all the twine In the bands ct tbe 
dealers. It a ns discovered loo late that he 
was an agent of the tm-t, I nt the twine bad 
b-en aol-l. Tiie local dealers are now kicking, 
while the tw ne, live hundred thousand halls 
o' It, ■ peeked away. It the farmers get no

TIjo nttentien of the New York 
grand jury has been railed to the rob- 
bery in which AirBistant Po.stma 9 tcr- 
Geucral Clarkson was an accomplice 
before tho fact, and if it docs its duty 
he will be called awsy from Washing- 
ton to show cau-^e why ho should not 
change the Post-Office Department for 
Bing Sing. 

Tho proof of his gniit is'conclu-sive. 
Tho proiMJi'ly stolen as a result of the 
robbery wa-» of gwit value. It was 
the mailing list of Funk & Wagnalls, 
containing tho names of the subscrib- 
ers to the Now Yorlc Voice. As 
Clarkson was, no doubt, afraid of be- 
ing shot by the watchman If he 
entered the office wit'a burglarious 
intent, he hireil t;vo young men. 
Charles A. Diirfce and James 1. 
Jansen, to commit tho theft. Dudley 
was also iu the con.-spiracy. and during 
its progress ho wrote Durfec as fol- 
lows: 

My De.vr Sin— Ycur favor iust received, to 
rrpi; I Ki uid anj that a. soon s< I am ready 1 
tbati !>• ala<l to Lave rour m n ice. In the mal- 
UT that Mr. Clarkson and I were talktnx to 
you abuui. It will necesiitate you.- ooaiina 
her-, aad I ean arra-i;;*, I tb ok, fur yon to 
have a room to alecp in the beadiiaurters 
building. We w It settle about tbe details 
when 1 am ready for yon to c-ime. 

In explanation of this, tho other 
young man employoil ns Clarkson's 
accessory says in his confession: 

Mr. Clarkson and I bad an Interview. I 
sbuvcd him the circnlnrs and Hats. . . . 
For these 1 sis already fnm shed Clarksos 
stked what pnee I wanted. 1 asid (sni He 
sa'd tbe pr.ee was fair II the work was ef- 
lortive. 

'This young man, a deaf mute em- 
ployed by Funk & Wagnalls, naturally 
felt that after robbing his benefactors 
it would be unpleasant to remain in 
their employ. He told Clarkson that 
ho would hare to leave them. Clark- 
son urged him to remain “in order to 
gain more information” and promised 
to “make it $250.” Promises of Gov- 
ernment clerkships in tbe event of Re- 
publican success were also made as 
further inducements for the commis- 
sion of the theft. 

The crime committed was a felony. 
As thieves employed by Clarkson and 
Dudley were in the employ of Funk A 
Wagnalls, some legal complications 
might bo created to enable Clarkson 
hirh Iasi year i to escape if be should be indicted, but 
there are no complirations to obbeure 
the moral aspects of the case, and 
morally Clarkson is guiltier than tbe 
deaf mute he paid for the commission 
of theft and breach of trust — St Louis 
Republic.

How the iMntorrats of the Senate l^roposo 
to Iteduro tho Surplus.

He, the 
magnate of sixty millions of people, 
tbe embassador of a State, must dwell 
like any prosperous g ocer, must 
foi-ego horses, carriages, grooms, 
opera boxes, presidencies, honorary 
d 4 fnitie 8 — all those delights of modern 
life which are on sale to liboral 
buyers. 

Of course, if Senators received $40,- 
000 a year this cry of to-day would be 
for $80,000. The protective tariff has 
shown us there is no limit to human 
groed, and these same Senators are 
the high priests of the protective 
tariff. They want this money to ssrell 
the social splendor of the capitaL 
They delight in the vulgar exhibitions 
which are so faithfully reported to the 
press, whore men fight for first place 
at the table — where women's rich ap- 
pai'el is torn and their persons jostled 
08 no hoodlum of a Western town 
would jostle a defenseless creature. 
Money, always a god in America, has 
botome a jealous and terrible god at 
Wr.shington. Those Senators, stand- 
ing before their idoL like opera chor- 
isttirs before the shining ^thah, in 
“Alda,” want the people to bear tbe 
exjiense of a heathenish offering. 

\Vhether or not the tax-payers will 
be as choleric as in 1874 remains to be 
seen. The Seni.torial s)>eeches of tbe 
other day were feelers. If there shall 
be no exhibition of public anger we 
may count on early action in tbe 
Fifty-first Congress. Put these sniv- 
eling old men in their best light, and j 
yet their greed is unconscionable. i 
Thi'y are money-makers by profession. !

Water Curtains for Theaters. 



And now comes another idea for a 
firo-proof curtain for theaters — this 
time from Sweden. It is interesting, 
as being suited for old theaters whose 
construction will not sustain the 
weight of iron curtaina The chief of 
the fire brigade in the city of Malmo, 
Herr O. Bei^gren. has constructed a 
fire-proof curtain for a theater, which 
be calls a “water curtain.”

Mr. Wan.a- 
makcr w.as e-pocialiy well fitted for 
tho business of soliciting this money, 
for bo was a m:vn of previously good 
character. Ho was a merchant with 
extensive businesi c*inncctions, he had 
figured largely in Sunday-school and 
other religious work, and his public 
spirit was w<w, known. Having raised 
the money. Mr Wanamaker turned it 
over to Matthew S. Qu.ay, a politician 
whose reputation for questionable 
practices was as well known to Mr.

When the money was placed in Quay’s 
hands Wanamaker’s responsibility 
ended. It is not at alt likely that the 
Philadelphia merchant knows exactly 
where that money wimt Yet he must 
know in a general way the use that 
was made of iU 

Matthew & Quay buys votes when he 
needs them. He needed them last fall, 
and there is no more question that the 
$400,000 which Wanamaker turned 
over to him was used in the corrup- 
tion of voters than there is that Mr. 
Wanamaker has received a rich re- 
ward in official honor for the part 
which he piayed in that dubious trans- 
action.

While some children eat daintily 
and seem to know when they have 
enough, there are others who eat 
ravenously at tbe table and seem to be 
eating all the time between meals. 
This, 1 think, U an unnatural state of 
things. Animals in their youthful 
days are inclined lo over-eat. but an 
animal worth raising is carefully 
guarded so th.at it does not over-eaL 
Should not these children be os care- 
fully watched as animals? It is too 
often a habit acquire<l by food being 
easy of acc*--s, or over-indulgent pa- 
rents. who, as soon as a child frets, 
give it something to eat to pacify it. 
until from an over-loaded stomach it 
is fretful and cross, and tho more it 
eats the more uncomfortable it be- 
comes. 

1 could not help contrast the man- 
ner of a very rich lady with her threo 
boys with that of others 1 have seea 
since. 

They have a very comfortable 
breakfast at seven o'clock in the 
morning, lunch at twelve, which 
usually consisted of potatoes, rii-e, 
cold sliced meat. milk, bread and but- 
ter; at five o’clock a plate piled high 
with sliced brcail and butter .and three 
glasses of water were carried to the 
nursery, and they were allowed to eat 
all they wanted of it: at half-past five 
the two youngest, aged five and seven, 
were put to bed; the oldest, nine year* 
old. was allowed to be up till seven. 

The family dinner was at six. and if 
tbe dessert was a light pudding, fruit 
and nuts, occasionally the boys were 
allowed to come down to dessert, but 
retired as soon as it was over. 

“ Do you never allow them a piece 
between meals?” I asked the mother 
one day. 

“Gh, yes, there are some crusts of 
bread on a shelf by the nursery door 
that they can have whenever they aro 
hungry.” 

“What, those hard things?” I asked 
in amazement, for I thought they were 
some crusts that had lain there a long 
time and been forgotten. 

“Yes.” she replied, “if they arc 
hungry they will sit down and gnaw 
away at a crust and enjoy it. and it is 
good (or their teeth.” 

I saw them many times get one of 
those crusts and gnaw at it as if it 
were camdy, and I thought how many 
mothers would give their children a 
great piece of pie. cake or bread and 
butter thick with jam. jelly or mo- 
lasses. The crusts did not take away 
tbe appetite for the next meal, while 
such a large lunch as the other would 
answer for a meal. 

Depend upon it, that children raised 
on some system of self-denial are much 
happier, much better in disposition 
and health than those allowed to grat- 
ify every :tppetite. 

Take notice for yourself, some time 
when you are traveling, and you will 
soon notice the difference between tho 
children who eat from the time they 
get on the cars to the time they get off, 
and those who eat nothing upon tho 
journey only at regular meal times. 

Children need good, plain food, 
plenty of fruit, but all kind-s of rich 
pastry, gravy and knick-knacks of 
every kind they aro much better with- 
out- 

The food we eat is largely reepon.-i- 
hle for the diseases with which so 
many are troubled, and also for tho 
disposition; so the plainer it is, tha 
freer we shall be from the many ills to 
which mortal flesh is heir. — Ladies'

THE ROI TE OF THE R. X. I. t K FROM 
R. TO IRVIXE. 

In April IS76 the I-ouisville & Na-h- 
ville road sent the best engineer tiiey 
could get, to look over ami siiivey a 
route for the Tliree Forks r>ad fmm 
Riclimond to Beatty viile. 

This engineering corps, under the 
direction and su(>ervisiou of Mr. t'lay- 
briMik examined every fiossihle roii'e, 
on wbieli the road might he construct- 
ed — and ill ilia ie|airttnthe Ixiuisville 
A Nushvilie Co. — tie useil ttiis tnn- 
gtlage. 

■‘Fhe country tietweeu Iticlimoini 
and Irvine is iiitersecled uiid lia>ily cut 
up hy various streams carrying their 
waters to the Kentucky river ; all of 
which Drowning Creek i.s the m<ist j 
difficult of approach. In deciding u|eui 
the route on wliich I ran tlie survey ; 
1 was principally iufleiiceil by tlie 
criMising over Drowning Creek and ws 
hy tile fact that lliis route commands 
the w hole country and gives a better 
ap|>reciatioii of the siiiiation tlian any 
other |Miitiletl out to me.*’ He furtlier 
Says ill tliia re|K>rt “tiiat he could get | 
through ou the route adopteil by him 1 
witliiiut an excessive c<wt of construc- 
tion and witti lietler grades tliaii any 
other line would present.” 

The nMite adopteit by Mr. Clayhrook, 
runs through the land of H. B. Dilling- 
ham, near Richmond, then on the lainl 
of C. K. Duty, crossing the Irvine pike 
on the land now owned by N. B 
Terrill and then on the laud of Ander- 
son Clienault and tlieuce lo Otter Creek 
— up Otter Creek to Kavatiaugli 
braucli and thence to Hickory LicK — 
and up Hickary Lick to Frogtown aud 
from Frogtown dowu the Oldham 
hrauch to Drowning Creek at Little 
Rock. 

The Louisville A Nashville approved 
the survey and it would surprise many 
people to know how cheaply the road 
could lie built over this route. 

Four years from the tiaie this survey 
was made, the Keutucky Central road 
opened and contracted to build the 
Tliree Forks railroad. Mr. Lum, Hie 
engineer of the Cheslqieake & Ohio 
road, put liis corps under the charge of 
Mr. Wilson, lo examine the country 
from Richmond to Irvine and survey 
and re|K>rl the liest and cliea|iest route 
for the load. Mr. Wilson was a most 
vigorous, active, careful, otiservaiit 
mall and he did his work failiifully and 
well aud his report adopieil almost (he 
same line made hy the Lmisville & 
NsshvilleCumpany. His re]s>rt sliows 
lhal this route could he ea.«ilv made, 
was the chea{iest way and lhal the 
crossing at Little Rock, was the only 
enswing of Drowning Creek Hint could 
he found unless the Coui|>aiiy wns w ill- 
ing and able to pay an enornious 
amount for a bridge or tres-eling at 
some other point. 

If these surveys made by these two 
great roads — and hy the liest engineers 
Hiey Could get — were well and lioneslly 
ly made, then the mute ailoptcd by 
llieiii both, will certainly eommeud 
itself to our Const ruction Company. 

Another survey liss also Is-eii made 
to find the best slid clieafiest route to 
Irvine anil lliis was maile by Hie Three 
Forks Railway Company — a coiiipsiiy 
that lias certainly shown ho|>e, energy 
and pluck. 

The same route was selected hy Hie 
cor|>s which tiiaile tills survey. Tliese 
surveys were skilltully made and for 
hut one puriKwe and wiiliout any enu- 
sideralion liy tlnsie doing the work and 
the same line was adopted by each of 
them. 

If tiiese lliree corps of engineers, after 
a seeming failliful and lalsirous etfcrl, 
to do llieir duty well, did not Hud out 
and re|Kirt the clieapest and heat way 
to Irvine. Hieii they were unfitted fot 
their task.'!, or were unduly iulfiieiiceil 
aud unfaithful to their employers. No 
one has ever made aucli a cliarge 
against them aud |iie work of each 
stands and shows for itself. 

Ill the light of Hie foregoing fac's 
it would seem (hat there would not lie 
much trouble, and should iiui lie much 
ex|ieiiae in locating the road from Rich- 
mond lo Irvine. 

The route adopteil, as almve staled, 
will secure to the road, when complet- 
ed, as much traffic and fieiglil and 
more too, than any other mule. Tim- 
ber, sand, iron, clay, the best of stone, 
lime rock in abundance and coal with- 
in a stiort distance are on this route. 

The only trouble ah mt this line is 
that it does not pass through Waco— 
which is to he regretied — the g'sul 
people of that hopeful little town, have 
always and atall times, been (hesiead- 
I fast friends of Uie euterpriae and if Hie 
locatioo of (his great through road was 
to be oouatructed by aeiiHmtnt, ibeo it 
would he bard to bore Waco out aud 
6|ieedweil alau, hut over the mad will 
(he heaviest freight, imn, lumber, 
coal aud the road must be of easy 
grade aud without any high or loug 
treseelibg. 

The surveys made as above staled, 
were governed by Hie cmisideratioa 
of cost, grades aud treaseliug and they 
adiqiled Hiis mute because it could he 
constructed cheaper ihau any other, 
and with easier gradesaiid less tresHiag I 
I aud this way will comniainl the whole I 
I county and will he near lo Waco and | 
not far from Speedwell, accoiuiiioiiaiing 
both. 

These facta are suhmitteil fur Hie 
coosideratioii of the construction com - 
|iaoy and with ilie belief that this line 
will be approved hy the peeseut C>>rpe 
of engineers. B.

IRATIOX. 

The Commissioners appointed by 
Gov. Ruck tier to represent the Stale 
of Kentucky at the Ceuteiinial of 
Washington’s Inauguration as Hie 
first President of the Uiiileti Slates, 
met ujKin the call of tlie Governor, in 
Ijouisville, and peifecled a permaiienl 
organization. Hun. William LIikImiv, 
of Fraiikfuit, was made Chairman of 
the Commission, and Mr. Wilbur F. 
Browder, ol Russellville, was ch'ieen 
as peruiaueiit Secretary. Gov. Buck- 
ner and the fidlowiiig Commissioners 
were present : .Mayor Al. S. Berry, of 
Newport ; Mayor Chas. Re.id, of 
P.uluc'ih ; Hon. Henry D. McHenry, 
of Hartford ; Gen. T. T. Garrard, of 
Clay county ; Judge Wiliiaiu Lindsay, 
of Frankfort ; .Maj W. H. Thomas 
and Col. Juiiii II. Ward, cf Louisville ; 
and .Mr. Wiliiiir K. Browder, of Kus- 
seilviile, who also reprcsetited Col. A.

A great deal of iuterest 
was manifested In tlie approacliiiig 
celebration, it was determined hy the 
gentlemen (iresent lo make the pres- 
ence of Kentucky felt in such a way 
as to reHect credit upon the State. The 
military re|ireseulatives will he under | 
the personal superiiitendeMCC of Col.
